confidence between. Russia and the re- 
mainder of Euoje. But we believe 
that the greatest diplomat of Europe 
will not resign. Not content that the 
European question shall be adjusted 
without foreign intervention, the 
Khedive of Egypt now steps to the 
front and announces that he will de- 
clare his independence if Turkey 
forms an alliance antagonistic to 
England. Germany, so seemingly 
indifferent to European affairs, 
now whispers to Gortschakoff to ac- 
cede more to England, to talk more of 
the Congress, and quietly await the 
tide ef events. Io fact, Russia has 
offered to quit the neighborhood of 
Constantinople if England will with- 
draw her fleet from the Bosphorus, 
The present situation of Eastern af 
fairs keeps one in suspense. Peace is 
talked and war prepared for. All the 
Powers are closely watching each 
other, and cautiously adding a word 
or act, and then observing the result, 
as a Chemist io his laboratory experi- 
ments. England stands ready to 
strike a severe blow for Turkey, and 
Austria is near at hand with williog 
spirit to second England's hostile 
movements. Russia has a large 
army massed on Turkish coll, 
and the Cars troops quite 
ihvest the citadel of Ottoman power. 
Turkey is therefore between two fires, 
as a wounded man seeking relief from 
any quarter, yet trembling and in 
doubt to whom to fly for real, lasting 
protection. Europe desires peace but 
avarice stands in the way of its attain- 
ment. Several nations agree that Tur- 
key should be divided—less cruelly, 
perhaps, than Poland was partitioned, 
but with similar completeness. The 
share Russia would secure, however, 
even now excites the envy and selfish- 
ness of England and Austria, the 
feline watchfulness of Germany, the 
distraction of Turkey and the anxiety 
of the enlightened world. In the 
meantime expensive war preparation 
saddles onerous municipal debts 
upon the immediately interested states 
—debta which many decades will not 
remove. The “sick man of Europe” 
languidly raises his eyes, and they 
meet those of his tormentor, his quasi 
friends, and the scarcely indifferent 
but interested gaze of mankind. What 
the news of te-morrow will be, none 
can truly predict; no, nor even the 
war contestants can order. It seems 


that Mohammedan a is destined 
to depart, from Europe, and who 
among the Christian nations would not 
hail its departure 


Matters are too quiet in the United 
States for the politicians, and hence 
Montgomery Blair feels called upon to 
advertise his want of principle and 
that folly which is inseparable to his 
nature. He is pressing his Presidency 
Title bill, and to-day will have the 
same introduced into the lower House 
of Congress. If he does not hore to
